Size — All  post  banners  and  U.  S. 
flags  are  4 1/3  x 5 1/2  feet  in  size. 
Description — Silk  U.  S.  flags 
are  made  with  embroidered  stars 
and  sewed  stripes.  Wool  U.  S. 
flags  are  made  wdth  sewed  stars 
and  sewed  stripes.  Silk  Post  ban- 
ners are  made  of  double  thick- 
ness material  with  the  emblem 
and  lettering  executed  in  pure 
gold  leaf.  Grade  A wool  Post  ban- 
ners are  of  double  thickness  ma- 
terial with  a painted  (oil-color) 
insignia  with  gold  sateen  ap- 
pliqued  lettering.  Grade  B wool 
Post  banners  are  identical  except 
that  they  are  single  thickness 
material.

IIf  in  two  styles,  single  and  double 
thickness  material,  at  prices  within  the 
reach  of  every  Squadron.  Both  types 
are  made  to  the  same  rigid  specifica- 
tions, and  are  identical  in  every  respect, 
with  the  exception  that  the  Grade  A 
flag  is  double  thickness  material,  with 
the  emblem  and  lettering  reading  cor- 
rectly on  both  sides,  while  the  Grade  B 
is  single  thickness,  with  the  emblem  and 
lettering  on  both  sides,  but  with  the  in- 
scription reading  reversely  on  the  back 
side.
